that a bomb was thrown at the 
C orp u s 
Christi procession last Thursday the 
fact that a bomb was thrown Is estab­ 
lished bey ond a doubt but the ques­ 
tion of who threw the bomb remain# 
unsettled- 
The accounts of Impartial 
witnesses, however, demonstrate that 
an insulting cry enraged the Jews, who 
attack ed the religious procession. Then 
froan one end of the city to the other 
the police spread the report of the a t­ 
tack , thus fanning the religious fana 
ticism of the Christians and setting 
loo#e the worst elements upon 
the 
Jews, ou whom the crowds watching 
the procession had already turned. 
The Jews at first fought with 
re­ 
volvers and bombs, and with 
these 
weapons the majority of the Christian 
victims was k illed. But the Jews were 
soon overwhelmed and fled for shelter, 
Uk e rabbits to warrens, into cellars or 
attics. The soldiers watched this chase 
and butchery , never failing to fire Info 
house# where Jews, sometime« to the 
number of 100, were mak ing a stand 
a#aln» t their assailants. The authori­ 
ties who wanted to do something to 
stop the massacre were, with the po­ 
lice and troops in open sy mpathy with 
the mob, utterly powerless. 
Although it is freely charged that 
the higher authorities of Bialy stok de­ 
liberately organized the massacre, or, 
if this was not the case, that it was 
carried out under orders from St. Pe­ 
tersburg. there is no evidence to sup­ 
port either charge. The parliamentary 
commission, which -was 
sent 
here, 
composed entirelj of enemies of the 
government, wished especially , 
#0 one 
of them, Schepk ln, said, “to bring home 
the responsibility to the government,” 
but had to conclude that it could not 
be done, nor can the chief of police 
be accused. 
The mob and its diabolism was due 
entirely to the position of the Jews In 
the country , which mak es them In the 
view of the Ignorant Russians pariahs, 
with no rights, and outside the law’s 
protection. 
Three official investigations to de­ 
termine the responsibility for the ex ­ 
cesses will be prosecuted. These are to 
! be conducted by the commission of the 
lower house of parliament the minis­ 
ter of the interior, and the ministry of 
justice. All witnesses of violence and 
sufferers by ex cesses are invited by 
the ministry of justice to submit depo­ 
sitions to the judge of the local court 
The police are enforcing the restora­ 
tion of pillaged property .
